Nathan A. Klein Encountered 
Him in the Hall. 


INTRUDER TRIED TO STAB HIM 


KLEIN FIRED A REVOLVER AND 
‘ THEN GAVE CHASE. 


He Was Joined by Other Citizens at 7 
O'Clock Wednesday Morning, but 
the Burglar Escaped, Leaving 
Tools Behind. 


‘Nathan A. Klein disturbed a negro burP- 
giar in the act of looting his residence at 
4012 Evans avenue at 7:20 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning. 

The negro made an effort to stab Mr. 
Klein with a sharpened file> but Mr. Klein 
evaded him and, arming himself and call- 


ing for a policeman, gave 4 hot chase for 
several blocks. The negro eluded his pur- 
gsuers. 

Mr. Klein is the representative of a brew- 
ery and is one of the wet’-known figures 
of St. Touis. He had net completed his 
toilet and stepped into the hall on the low- 
er floor, when he ran against the negro, 
who was at the screen door opening it pre- 
paratory to leaving. 

Kiein ealled for him to surrender, but 
the negro dropped one of the bundles he 
had and presented a long file with a sharp 
point at the ceeast of Mr. Klein. 

“te would have run me through with it 
had I not stepped back,”’ satd Mr. Klein to 
the Post-Dispatch. “I %&tepped into my room 
and seized my. revolver and returned just 
in time to see the negro running out of the 
front door. -I fired once in the air to at- 
tract the attention of the police, and then 
gave chase. 

“The negro ran and turned down an alley, 
A party of citizens joined in the chase, and 
a policeman and a sergeant also joined us. 
But the negro had a good start, and after 
chasing him for three blocks we were com- 
pelled to give it up. 

‘‘The fellow gained entrance by prying 

open one of the windows at the side of the 
house. The job must have been undertaken 
in daylight, for he could not have been In 
the house more than a few minutes when 
| discovered him. He had collected two gold 
watches, two diamond rings, one emerald 
ring, one opal ring, and one plain gold band, 
They were in the package that he dropped 
when |! first accosted him. He got away 
with one package, but I do not know what it 
contalne d . 
“I got a good view of the negro. He is 
about 5 feet 7 inches tall, and weighs about 
170 pounds. He had a big scar on the right 
side of his face. He wore dark clothes and 
a black stiff hat. He carried a box con- 
taining burglar tools, which he left outside 
the window through which he effected an 
entrance.’ 


THE ALLIES IN PEKIN. 


Preparations ‘Under Way for Return 
of the Imperial Court. 
LONDON, July 3.—The British’and Japan- 
ese sections in Pekin have been formatly 
transferred to the Chinese, save a Pekin 
dispatch to a news agency. There is de- | 
lay, on the part of the Italians, French 
and Germans, in transferring their sections 
in the Tartar city. The Germans have 
transferred their section of the Chinese 
city, all of which ts now under the juris- 
diction of 10 police censors. The British. 
Germans and Japanese retain some super- 
vision over the city and are responalble for 
the settlement of quarrels between for- 

eigners. 

A thousand new Japanese troops have ar- 
rived here, and nearly four thousand more 
are coming, to replace the force in the 
province of Chi-Li. The Japanese, French 
and German commanders have consented to 
Gova Yuan Shih Kais troops coming within 
seven miles of the city. The British, 
French and Japanese say that they will 
not evacuate until the troops of the other 
powers have. 

All arrangements are being made for the 
return of the court. , Orders have been 
given for the rebuilding of two of the 
largest gates of.the city. The cost of this 
work is estimated at 1,000,000 taels for each 
gate. The merchants tn the ruined portion 
of the city are rebuilding, showing that 
they expect the court to return.

STRIKE EXPANDS 


Number Not Working Is Es- 
timated at 1805, 


TRANSFER DRIVERS QUIT WORK 


PLATFORM CLERKS ALSO JOIN IN 
THE MOVEMENT. 


Thousands of Loaded Cars Are Idle in 
the Yards and Many Railroad 
Warehouses Have Closed 
Their Doors. 


The raiiroad freight handlers’ strike at 


East St. Louis is expanding. 

The number of men reported out Wednes- 
day was as follows: Mobile & Ohio, 8); 
Illinois Central, 100; Big Four, 100; Van- 
dalla. 125: Louisville & Nashville, 50; Balti- 
more & Ohio, 100: Chicago & Alton, 200; Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy, 30; Clover 
Leaf, 2; Wabash, 150; C., P. & St. L., 2; 
Southern, 75—a total of 1155. 

They are truchers and sortcrs and de- 
mand an increase of wages from $1.25 and 
$1.35 to $1.50 and $1.0 a day. 

Wednesday morning, 350 drivers of trans- 
fer wagons left their teams in sympathy 
with the freight men and refused to haul 
the Ly > ge of freight handled by 
“unfair’’ labor. 

Platform clerks in the 12 warehouses quit 
work Tuesday afternoon because they_were 
requested to take the strikers’ places. There 
are 200 of these. The total number of men 
estimated out at noon Wednesday was 


Deputy United States marshals arrived 
Tuesday night from Springfield, Iil., to 
guard the property of the Vandalia 1- 
road Co., which. is in the hands of a re- 
celver. 

Special officers from all points atone the 
.lires of everv road are. arriving daily. 
Several hundred deputy marshals patrol 
the yards constantly. But violence has not 
been attempted. 

The strikers hold sessions daily in their 
headquarters at Jackiesch's Hall. Groups 
gather about the warehouses, but make no 
attempt to use force. 

Thousands of loaded cars are idle. Many 
contain vegetables and perishable goods 
that should have been sent to their destina- 
tions early in the week. Not a wheel is 
turning in the great railroad yards, except 
those of the switch engines, which are 
kept af work ‘‘making up’ trains.

FAMOUS VIRGINIA HOT SPRINGS 
HOTEL IN RUINS. 


FAVORED BY ST. LOUISANS 


President and Mrs. McKinley and Sen- 
ator Vest Have Made It Their 
Summer Resting Place. 


RICHMOND, Va., 
stead Hotel, at the Virginia Hot Springs, 
in Bath County, was totally destroyed by 
fire early today. All the occupants es- 
ca but many of the guests lost their 
valuables. The origin of the fire is un- 
known. 

The Homestead had a capacity of 450 
guests and has numbered as its patrons 
many of the most prominent people of the 
United States, including . President and 
Mrs. McKinley and members of the cabi- 
net. 
It has ffeen the favorite resting place 
of Senator Vest of Missouri. 

The Virginia Hot Springs and the burned 
hotel were well known to many St. Loula- 
ans and was growing in popularity with 
them each year. Mr. Edwa Walsh and 
his family were en route to Hot Springs, 
Vt., when he was overcome by the heat on 
the train last Sunday. 

The Hot Springs Co.. the owners of the 
ro ty, has expended $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 
fn the past few yeers in the Hot Springs 
Valley, making drives and  boulevaras, 
erecting hof€is. bathhouses, etc., and it was 
their expressed determination to make it 
the most magnificent pleasure resort in the 
world. 

M. E. Ingalls, president of the Big Four 
Road, is the moving spirit in the Hot 

rings Co. and it ts safe to predict that a 
new and grander hotel than the one de- 
stroyed will be thrown open for the reeep- 
tion of ests at the earliest moment. 

The Homestead, the moat complete struc- 
ture of its character in the country. rested 
caastie-like upon the summit of a hill com- 
mending a view of the park in which are 
located the springs which make the val- 
ley famous. It consisted prema? of two 
complete buildings, one of which, erected 
four years a was built about a spacious 
turf court. he other, complet n 1899, 
was a four-story bullding.

HUNG HERSELF IN A BASEMENT 


She Had Been Suffering From Malaria] 
Fever and Complained Hourly of 
the Intense Héat. 


“I'm burning up. Won't somebody do 
something to relieve me?”’ 

This statement, repeated over and over 
by Nrs. Clara Bosch of 3938 South Broad- 
way Tuesday, was the only indication 
given her husband and children of an in- 
tention to kill herself. | 

When .the husband, Henry Bosch, a har- 


nessmaker, awoke at 5 o'clock Wednesday 
morning Mrs. Bosch was missing from her 
accustomed place. Filled with forebodings 
that something might be wrong with the 
invalid, for such she had been for several 
weeks, Mr. Bosch hurried throvgh the 
saddiery shop, calling to her at every step. 

In the basement of the building, hanging 
from a rafter by a small piece of rope 
which she had picked up in the shop, was 
the dead body oi Mrs. Bosch. 

Besch gave the alarm, and with the as- 
sistance of Fred Mayer, a butcher at 3942 
South Broadway, the body was cut down. 
Dexth had probably occurred several 
nours previous. 

Mrs. Besch was 52 years of age. Accord- 
ing to her hnsband, sne had never ex- 
pressed the siightest intention of commit- 
ung . suicide. 

For two or three weeks she had been 
ill with malarial fever, and seemed to surt- 
ler greatiy trom tne heat.. ‘Tnis, Mr. 
Sescn thinks, affected her mind. 

The family is one of the oiaest and best 
known in that portion or the city, naving 
settled tncre when the houses were few 
and far between on that part of South 
broadway. 

Mr. and Mrs; Bosch had eight children, 
the youngest a boy of 10 years. ‘Tneir 
names are: Mrs. Carrie Berger and Jacob, 
Henry, George, Louis, Willie, Charles and 
John Bosch. The oldest son is In Denver. 
Only the two little boys and Mr. Bosch 
were at home Tuesday night, the married 
daughter, Mrs. Berger, having returned to 
her own home after spending the day with 
her mother. 

The neighbors unite in saying that there 
was no domestic trouble in the Bosch 
household. The supposition is that awaken- 
ing in the night Mrs. Bosch was seized 
with the delirium of fever and determined 
to make away with herself. 

She proceeded with great caution, for no 
one in the household was aroused. After 
fastening the rope around her neck and to 
the rafter, she kicked the box upon which 
she had stood from under her and was 
slowly strangled. 

The coroner was notified and will view 
the remains.’ The funeral! will be held Fri- 
day, interment being made in St. Marcus’ 
Cemetery.

FAIR TERMINALS

They Are Busy With Prepar- 
» ation for Work. 


MANY LINES ARE INTERESTED 


SITE WILL RE TOUCHED ON 
THREE SIDES. 


Boot and Shoe Men Agree to Place 
Invitations to Fair on Every Box 
of Goods They Ship 
Hereafter. 


Information received at. World's Fair 
headquarters Wednesday incdicates. that 
the railroad companies are busy preparing 
for the building of terminals around the 


World's Fair grounds. 

L. C. Irvine, secretary of the Forest Park 
World's Fair Site Association, said he had 
received several calls from the general su- 
perintendent of the Missouri Pacific for in- 
formation regarding the land lying south of 
the site. 

This information, which was collected by 
Mr. Irvine's association and filed with the 
executive committee during the Fair site 
hearings, was given to the railroad com- 
pany Wednesday morning. 

There are three available routes from the 
present lines of the Missouri Pacific and 
Frisco, along Manchester avenue, to the 
south border of the Fair site, each follow- 
ing a ravine or ‘‘draw.”’ 

, es of the routes would place the termi- 
nals on a somewhat lower plane than the 
Fair Grounds, and. for that reason, would 
require considerable excavation. 

The necessity for delivering building ma- 
terial in carload lots on the Fair grounds 
proper will demand the immediate con- 
struction of freight terminals by the var- 
ious Toads approaching the grounds, which 
can be converted into passenger terminals 
later by concentrating the tracks and con- 
structing ornamental sheds and waiting 
rooms. 

It is thought the Missouri Pacific, Iron 
Mountain, otten Belt and Frisco lines 
will] have their terminals on the south side 
of the park. 

The Terminal Railroad Association is 

buflding a belt line from the northern part 
of the city, which will skirt the western 
city limits to the Fair Grounds. The plans 
of. the company have not been announced 
in detail, but railroad men believe its ter- 
— will be located west of the Fair 
site. 
The Wabash and “St. Louis line’ «kirt 
the site on the north, and will have little 
grading to do in order to extend temporary 
switch tracks for the delivery of material 
into the park. :

SHE WAS THEN IN THE LEAD 


But the Constitution Was Gaining 
the Old Boat and Sailing 
Beautifully. | 


BATEMAN'S POINT, R. I., July 3.—The 
yachts Constitution and Columbia came out 
today for another race under the auspices 
of the New York Yacht Club, this time 
over triangular course of 30 miles, 10 miles 
on a side. The Columbia's substitute boom 


seemed to be in excellent shape and the 
Constitution's jib has also been repaired 
and was in good’ shape. 

In the race Monday Columbia beat the 
Constitution. The purpose of these trial 
races is to determine which boat shall be 
selected to race against the Shamrock in 
the international contest for the América's 
cup. 

Both yachts are much alike, and were de- 
signed by the same man—Herreshoff—but 
the Constitution has a larger sail area than 
Columbia. 

The Columbia was the first to come but 
of the harbor about 10:30, beating down un- 
der mainsail, two headsails and club top- 
sail. The Constitution followed five minutes 
later, under a similar suit of sails. Getting 
outside; the yachts found a fine whole-sail 
breeze from the Southwest and stood out 
to the starting point. 

The weather off shore was quite thick 
and there was very little hope that much 
of the race could be seen from land. 

As on Monday, the start was fivé miles 
off Brenton's Reef Lightship, owing to the 
direction of the wind. . 

12:27 p. m.—The yachts have apparently 
Started. The Columbia went across the 
line first at 12:25:53; Constitution at 12:25:54.

Now, She Declares, She Will Sue the 
Knights and Ladies of Security 
for Damages for Defamation 
of Her Character. 


The Knights and Ladies of Security held 


as counsel for the prosecution and talked 
the allotted 20 minutes. 

Mr. Anderson then began to talk. He 
said something which was construed by the 
friends of Mrs. Cordell as reflecting on 
her. That was when the trouble started. 

Mrs. Gilkie of 3009 Adam@ street, with a 
scream of surprised indignation, sprang 
from her seat and tried to reach Mr. An- 
derson. 

Mr. Anderson tried to get out of her 
range, but right behind Mrs. Gilkie came 
the husband of Mrs. Cordell. He struck Mr. 
Anderson, says Mr. Knox, and knocked 
him down. In a twinkling about sixteen 
members were upon the prostrate Mr. An- 
derson, pounding him and kicking him. 

“I counted them,’’ said Mrs. Knox. 

Mr. Anderson wriggied away and reached 
a window and yelled for the police. He was 
pulled away and the Knights and Ladies 
Jumped on him again. 

Mrs. Knox appealed to the president for 
the restoration of order, but order was not 
restored. Some of the members tried to 
Stop the riot, but the most of them were 
too busy to stop anything. 

One of the men seized a lodge chair and 
aimed it at the head of the prostrate Mr. 
Anderson. Mrs. Knox thought he was 
going to be killed. Like Pocahontas, she 
threw herself in front of Mr. Anderson. 
The chair struck her on the shoulder and a 
doctor later put it in a sling for her. 

Mr. Anderson reached the window again 
and again called for the police. A captain, 
a sergeant and five patrolmen responded 
from the police station across the street. 
A great crowd gathered. The doors of the 
hall were locked and the Knights and 
Ladies would not open them. 

For 20 minutes e siege lasted. The 

olice threatened to break down the doors.

Gov. Toole replied to her in a personal 
letter, telling her that he had investigated 
the case and recommended the pardon of 
Little Whirlwind. 

The board of pardons of Montana ac- 
cepted the governor's recommendation Mon- 
day and ordered Little Whirlwind released. 

Little Whirlwind was sent to the peniten- 
tiary in 1896-under a life sentence for the 
killing of a sheep herder named Hoover. . 

Two other men, Spotted Hawk, an 
dian, and Stanley, a white man, were 
equally implicated with Little Whirlwind. 
Stanley turned state's evidence and got off 
with a sentence of ten years in the peni- 
tentiary, 

Spotted Hawk was given a life sentence 
along with Little Whiriwind. His attorney 
appealed the case and the Supreme Court 
ordered a new trial. The new trial never 
took place and Spotted Hawk went free. 

Little Whirlwind all the time lay in pris- 
on, his attorney having neglected to appeal 
his case. 

Stanley, who turned state’s evidence, died 
in 1899. Just before his death he made a

SAW DRISCOLL AS HE FIRED 


YOUNG MAN MUTTERED, THREATS 
OF VENGEANCE. 


Mrs. McCall, Not Fearing Him, Dared 
Him to Fire and He Shot 
Her Dead.

MUNCIE, Ind., July 3.—Confronted by the 
testimony of a 6-year-old witness, Walter 
Driscoll, 16 years old, confessed tonight to 
the deliberate murder of Mrs. Herbert 
McCali, 19 vears old. 

Mrs. McCall, whose parents reside in 
Michigan, left her husband some time ago 
and was making her home with the family 
of Marion Martin. This afternoon a woman 


living near the Martins found the body 
of Mrs. McCall lying in a pool of bleod 
with a bullet hole ingher head in a_room at 
the Martin home. No member of the Mar- 
tin family was‘at home at the time. For 
a time mystery surrounded the murder, but 
from stories told by neighbors suspicion 
was attached to Walter Driscoll, Martin's 

stepson. Several persons had heard Mrs. 
McCall quarreling with Driscoll and later 
heard the report of a revolver. 

Driscoll was found in the Big Four yards 
and captured, after an exciting chase. He 
professed innocence at first. but weakened 
when he was identified by the child witness 
and confessed. 

“We were varreling, ‘ he said, ‘‘and she 
made me mad. I got a revolver, intending 
to scare her. When she saw the gun she 
dared me to shoot, and I fired. I did not 
mean to kill her.’’ 

Rix-year-old Frank Roemer of Anderson, 
who says he witnessed the tragedy, corrob- 
orates Driscoll’s stony about the quarrel. 
But he says Driscoll] muttered words of 
vengeance as he went to his room and re- 
turned with his revolver. In the meantime 
Mrs. McCall had closed the door and locked 
it. Driscoll tried to beat the door down 
and, failing in this, climbed to the transom 
and said he would shoot her “like a rat.’ 
The woman kept in a distant part of the 
room out of the range, whereupon Driscoll 
taunted her and heaped insults upon her. 
Then, not believing that he would shoot, 
she came to the door with her arms 
across her bosom and defied h!m, saying: 
‘“‘Now I am here, shoot me if you dare.’’ 
The next instant she fell dead, with a bul- 
let in her head.

“Lucky Thirteen’’ gathered around. the 
iooktng table Tuesday night was a fine 
looking body of men, and they were the -e- 
eas of many graceful and merited com- 
ents from their guests. 
»'The reunion was probably no more grati- 
fying to any member of the J]3 than it was 
to the ques of honor, Dr. J. C. Nidelet and 
Maj. C. Rainwater. These gentiemen 
were ‘tun police commissioners, 25 years 
azo, who placed, among others, thes: 
‘Lucky Thirteen’’ gathered around the 
where all have made enviable records, and 
where so many achieved distinction anda 
honor.
